AMERICAN POLITICIAN 


Few men ever were describ ed more accu rately b y 
the phrase "American politician” than Cfharles C u rtis 
Heritage, training and environm ent com b ined to make 
him a tru ly representative m an of the American 
people. 
Mr. Cu rtis, who was 76 years old last Jan . 25, e n ­ 
tered politics b y way of law. He b egan the practice 
of law in Topeka, Kan., in 1861. T hree years he b e­ 
cam e cou nty attorney. Twelve years a fte r he b ecame 
a lawyer, he was elected to the national hou se of 
representatives. 
He was re-elet ted to the hou se u ntil 19 06, when 
he was elected to the senate. T hereafter, the senate 
was h's b ackgrou nd. In 19 14, he was elected to the 
senate for a second term and served continu ou sly 
u ntil he was nom inated for the vice presidency of the 
U nited S tates in 19 28 
He cam paigned effectively In 
b ehalf of the ticket and was rewarded with 444 of 
the 531 electoral votes cast for H erb ert Hoover and 
lilmself. 
Mr. Cu rtis was not a great m an, b u t he was a su b ­ 
stan tial m an typical of h's age In the U nited States— 
one of the m any solid < haracters who participated In 
the deve’opm ent of the United State* from a loose 
coalition of Jealou s states to a powerfu l u nion
